den* cl the captains were heard 
for tbvir men to fall into ranks, 
and when formed the adjutant 
placed them in poaltioo and then 
reported to the colonel that all 
was in reodinesa. The colonel and 
etaff rrap|«ared at tbe bead ol 
tbc regiment. Three beautiful 
ailken flags were put io charge ol 
tbc color guard Tbe rear rank 
of tbe regiment fell back a few 
pacca in open order.
